The Rick Joseph Memorial is annual award presented at the TransCan 
to recognize the character, achievements and potential of riders in the 
Intermediate division. 

Rick Joseph Jr first came to our attention during the mid 80’s when he, 
like most of us, was struggling with the basic skills required to survive as 
a beginner. He and his family and friends were regulars at Saturday’s 
“house-league” motocross events at Hully Gully. His enthusiasm for the 
sport was obvious despite his a shy personality. 

His commitment became increasingly obvious as he honed his talent 
to raise his level of achievement. Against a strong contingent that includ- 
ed riders such as Chris Pomeroy and Brad Lockhart, Rick was gaining 
strength and recognition. To further challenge himself, he also competed 
in the US and was the Mini Olympics at Gainsville, Florida that he suf- 
fered an injury that ultimately claimed his life in the fall of 1 989. 

Richard and Ellie Joseph, his parents, have maintained connection 
with the sport. Each year they have posted a $300.00 cash award for 
presentation at the Walton event. In addition, the recipients receive a 
plaque embossed with a graphic taken from a picture of Rick, which 
appeared in Motocross Action magazine, which captures Rick getting 


the hole-shot at the 
Gainsville Mini O’s in 
the 250 B class. 

Eligible riders are lim- 
ited to residents of 
Ontario and cannot 
repeat. A committee of 
independent observers 
submit nominations 
from their evaluation of 
a number of criteria 
looking at the whole 
season. The criteria rec- 
ognize the difficulty 
most riders have in 
making the transition to 
Pro class racing and attempt to evaluate the strength of character, 
sportsmanship, self-discipline and personality in addition to ability and 
results, which should make this a successful transition.

F or the past 17 years the Walton TransCan has been a staple in 
Canadian motocross and for the past four years the I MX Canada 
Cup has been part of the tradition as well. Every year since its 
inception the Canada Cup has grown in stature and has become the 
preferred way for the amateur racers to end their weekend. 

The format for the IMX Canada Cup has not changed over the years; it 
is an east/west shootout and is divided up into two divisions, Amateur 
and Junior. Both of these classes get to showcase their talent in front of 
the large crowds that show up on Sunday to watch the pros. 

For the fourth time Team West was captained by Roland Giroux and 
this year’s duties for the East team fell on the capable shoulders of Barry 
Hetherington. Giroux’s team had plans to make this a knock- down drag- 
out fight to try and even the score. Before the races started the East team 
was up two-to-one and the West was looking to even the score. 

After it was all said and done, Team East came out victorious for the 
third time in four years, taking a healthy lead in the race for Canadian 
dominance, due largely to strong efforts by a few riders. Richard Grey 
and Dylan Kaelin put their teams on their backs and ensured victory by 
running away with the Amateur and Junior classes. 

Once again the Amateurs took to the track following the first MX2 
moto for their hot lap, as in past years. Once the hot lap was complete 
the country’s best and brightest young riders lined up for what would be 
their chance to shine in front of the large Sunday crowds. 

As the gate dropped for the Amateur moto, one of Canada’s best 


known Amateur racers, Kaelin, jumped out to the early lead. Kaelin took 
his lead from wire to wire, never looking back. The rest of the positions 
were a bit of a different story though, Zack Zager came out of the first cor- 
ner in second place followed by Ben Toye, Bill Law and Brad Denniston. 

As they came around the finish line for the second lap Zager had 
dropped out of second to be replaced by Toye, followed by Mark Tisdale, 
Denniston and Don Turner. These young racers kept it interesting 
though, by swapping positions on every lap. 

Once the final checker had flown, Kaelin was still in first, Tisdale was in 
second, Toye was third, Turner was fourth and Eric Jeffrey snuck up into fifth. 

The Junior race was a little more cut-and-dry. Once again the rider that 
got the holeshot held it all the way to the finish line; Grey was the lucky 
rider that had the clear track in front of him. 

Second through fourth was the same story. Trae Franklin held second, 
Nathan Mitchell came home in third and Bradley Dool took fourth. The 
only change in the top five was the fifth position; Drew Roberts held the 
spot on the first lap but had given it up to Bennet Amyotte by the time 
they came around the second time. 

This year’s IMX Canada Cup was perhaps the best one yet and it only 
has the potential to grow in the years to come. And to top everything off 
the IMX Canada Cup had the honour of being the final act on the main 
stage for the week following even the pro awards ceremony. 

Thanks go out to all that participated including all the riders, team 
managers and IMX’s Laura Lang, who did the honours of being the 
emcee for the IMX Canada Cup.

Without amateur racing we would have no pros and without events like 
the TransCan our top amateurs would have a harder time showcasing their 
talents for the factory teams to see. Teams are always on the lookout for 
new up-and-coming riders, but this is their opportunity to step up their 
game and impress the movers and shakers in the industry. 

With the list of past Walton amateurs that have made their mark on the 
motocross world it is no wonder that the racing is always at the highest 
level. Travis Pastrana, Gavin Gracyk, Dusty Klatt, Colton Facciotti, Tyler 
Medaglia and Jason Lawrence are just some of the names that tested their 
mettle at the TransCan and the list keeps growing. 

Each year the Walton TransCan exposes the new crop of riders and the 
Intermediate class is where most will look to find the next big name. Last 
year those riders were Ryan Millar, Kyle McGlynn, Dylan Kaelin and Dean 
Wilson. 

Millar and McGlynn have earned themselves spots on pro teams for this 
season and both are putting in solid performances in their respective 
classes. Millar has jumped straight to the MX1 Class and has shown good 
consistency keeping himself in the top 1 5 after the first five rounds. 
McGlynn opted to go the MX2 route and has not missed a step. After the 
first five rounds has is sitting in a tie for fourth position in the championship 
with solid finishes week in and week out. 

Kaelin has always shown his speed and it is no secret that Wilson is 
making waves south of the border. Wilson contested the first three rounds 
of the CMRC Nationals and showed the MX2 class what he was made of 
winning every moto that he entered. 

Who will be the next class of riders to push their way to the forefront? 
Who can really say, but they will almost certainly reveal themselves at the 
Walton TransCan. 



AMATEUR CONTENDERS 
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CMRC NATIONAL UPDATE 


I n 2009, the first round of the CMRC Nationals moved to 
Kamloops, away from their former home of the Wastelands in 
Nanaimo. Toyota/Yamaha/Red Bull/Blackfoot/Fox Racing’s 
Colton Facciotti would have been considered the favourite heading 
into the first round and the BC native did not disappoint by sweeping 
the first two races of the season. 

Facciotti’s team-mate and returning Toyota/Yamaha/Red 
Bull/Blackfoot/Fox Racing rider, Dusty Klatt, took home second overall 
by finishing 2-4 ahead of Monster Energy/Cernic’s/Kawasaki rider and 
2007 series champ, Paul Carpenter, who went 3-5. Making a surprise 
appearance at the first round was Hungarian import, Kornel Nemeth, 
who shocked the MX1 Class by posting blistering times even after get- 
ting a poor start. Nemeth worked his way up to fourth place by the end 
but was DQ’d for clipping a flagger. Not making that same mistake in the 
second moto Nemeth got a better start and set to making up ground to 
the riders at the front of the pack, ultimately finishing in second place. 

Round one of the MX2 series saw the beginning of the Dean Wilson 
show. The young Wilson has spent a large part of his racing career in the 
US and has made waves down there with his impressive speed. Canidae 
Motorsports/Monster/THOR/Xtreme Team Green’s Wilson, who was only 
scheduled to contest the first three rounds before heading back 
Stateside to continue his amateur career, dominated the class sweeping 
both motos. 

Last year’s champ, Royal Distributing/THOR/KTM Canada/ FMF/ 
Pirelli’s Eric Nye, and Leading Edge Kawasaki/Pro Circuit/Mechanic’s 
Wear’s Teddy Maier, swapped positions behind Wilson, with Nye taking 
second and Maier taking third. 

Round two saw the National series return to Wild Rose MX Park after a 
year’s absence. The track was not the only thing familiar that weekend, 


the results were the same as they were in Kamloops. 

Toyota/Yamaha/Red Bull/Blackfoot/Fox Racing’s Colton Facciotti swept 
the MX1 Class and putting a bit of a gap between him and his team- 
mate, Klatt. 

Monster Energy/Cernic’s/Kawasaki’s Carpenter and Klatt alternated 
between second and third in Calgary with Klatt taking second overall on 
his stronger second moto finish. 

The Wild Rose round of the MX2 series ended with Canidae 
Motorsports/Monster/THOR/Xtreme Team Green’s Wilson walked away 
with the overall, once again sweeping both motos. The Calgary crowd 
saw two different faces take the final two spots on the podium, 
Toyota/Yamaha/Red Bull/Blackfoot/Fox Racing’s Aron Harvey and 
Leading Edge Kawasaki/Pro Circuit/Mechanic’s Wear’s Nick Evennou 
took second and third respectively. 

Round three the series remained in the province of Alberta, and head- 
ed north to Castrol Raceway for the second straight year. For the first 
time this season Facciotti did not sweep the weekend, in fact he did not 
even win a moto. Carpenter, the 2007 champ, took his first overall win of 
the season taking his Monster Energy/Cernic’s/Kawasaki to a 3-1 plac- 
ing. Klatt took second overall with his 1 -3 finishes relegating Facciotti to 
third overall on the strength of his 2-2 motos. 

Wilson did it again in the MX2 class by sweeping away all of his compe- 
tition and going 1 -1 . Maier made his return to the second step of the podi- 
um by finishing both motos in second place. The 2008 champ, Nye, fin- 
ished tied with Harvey, but got third thanks to his stronger second moto. 

Before heading east the CMRC National series stopped at Shadow 
Valley Raceway in Manitoba and for the first time the MX2 killer, Dean 
Wilson, was not in attendance giving the rest of the field a chance to cap- 
ture a win.

For the second weekend in a row Facciotti did not sweep, but he did 
take the overall after he and Carpenter alternated positions. Facciotti fin- 
ished 3-1 with Carpenter going 1-3. Klatt finished consistently in second 
position taking third overall and staying in the hunt for the MX1 title. 

Harvey had the honour of being the first rider to claim an overall victo- 
ry other than Wilson, who had headed back down to the States to finish 
up his amateur career. His 2-1 finishes were more than enough to secure 
the overall. Nye took the second position on the podium going 3-2 and 
Evennou got his second third overall of the series by finishing 5-3. 

The Eastern swing of the CMRC Nationals made its first stop at the 
notoriously tough Gopher Dunes track in Southwestern Ontario. The 
Dunes always proves to be the great equalizer, with its deep sand and 
endless ruts one can always expect excitement. 

After his first round debut the big Hungarian, Kornel Nemeth, made his 


return to play the spoiler at the Dunes and managed to get in the way by 
taking second overall with 2-3. Klatt took the top spot on the podium by 
alternating 3-2 spots with Nemeth. Series leader Facciotti, finished in the 
third spot by taking the first and sixth place finishes. 

In the MX2 class Maier walked away with the overall by sweeping both 
motos at the treacherous Gopher Dunes track. Second place went to 
defending champ, Nye, who went 3-2 on the day not losing too many 
points to Maier. PerformX Yamaha’s Cole Siebler made his first trip to the 
podium by finishing 3-5. 

The hype leading in to the 2009 season was high and the series has 
lived up to expectations. With the exit of Dean Wilson from the MX2 class 
both series are wide open. It is still wide open who will claim the titles in 
both series and it is more than possible that it will not be decided until the 
finale at the Walton TransCan.

The 450F has a longer muffler than a 250F in order to meet the 
sound requirements and tame the explosive power 

-An easy way to tell the difference between the bikes is the color 
of the number plate. The bigger 450F’s machines sport black num- 
bers on white backgrounds 

- The main difference between the 250F and 450F is, of course, 
engine size. The 450’s extra 200cc equates to about 15 more horse- 


power and a lot more torque. Typically, the 450 weighs about 20 
pounds more as well. 

- All the 450’s (except Yamaha’s and KTM’s) have electronic fuel 
injection instead of a carburetor. This is a giant step for the bikes, 
eliminating the need to adjust for changes in temperature, track con- 
ditions and altitude 

-To help with the increased horsepower and weight, the 450 frame 
is a little beefier in spots compared to a 250F
